FCOPELAND OFFER ACCEPTED

Proposal for the Payment of 8155,
125 for Site and Hall Is
Favorably Recom-
mended,

The apeclal committee appolnted by
Mayor Buprenant 1o Investigate the
clty hall proposition and report to the
counsll last night declared In favor of
one of two sites. The committes's first
cholee s the property owned by E. A.
Taylor, at the corner of Sixteenth, Du-
ane and Exchange streels. The traet
Is 100x125 and Mr. Taylor asks $4000
for it. As there will be a street assers-
ment of about §600 against the prop-
erty, the committ®e recommends pur-
chase of it providing Mr. Taylor will
necept $3500 In payment., The second
cholce lof the committer s the Adler
property at Fifteenth and Exchange
street. This property, 100x100, has been
offered for §4700. The committee
Is willing that the eity should pay
$4500 for it, provided it Is impossible to
arrange for the purchase of the Taylor
property.

At last nfght’s meeting Mayor Supre-
nant, City Attorney Smith, Councll.
men Burns, Leinenweber, Nordstrom
and Wright were present. Mr. Bmith
reported that he had called on M. 8,
Copeland, who had offered §$16,125 for
the present city hall «ite, and that Mr.
Copeland saldl he was willing to pay
this sum if he could secure possession
of the property by May 1. He demands
rental In the sum of 6 per cent of the
amount which he will pay, or §5
monthly, between the time of closlig
the deal and May 1.
